Tie writer has been asked a certain question in some form or other 


so many tiroes in the last two -weeks that I am eoing to digress from a 
discussion of city expansion, and answer it by giving my impression as an 
outsider coming: into the city to become a future resident. 


The question concretely put is -this: 
"Do you think Janesville 


is really going: to grow and will that growth be permanent?" 


' 
There should be no doubt in the mind of the man, who has vision, 


that Janesville will grow in spite of herself. 
If there was not a single 


effort made on the par', of the men who would like to see the city develop, 
it would have to grow. If there was not a single booster in the city, it 
could not remain in its present condition. It is impossible to stand still 
with the coming: of a concern, one of the greatest of its kind in the world, 
and which has a definite building program. Progress must result. 


As has been proven in nearly every case where a city has had the 


good fortune to have an established company with millions back of it, 
pick it as a location, and then immediately formulate plans for putting- 
Its plant in operation, other industries are going- to bo attracted. The 
Genera! Motors Corporation is not the only industrial firm which will 
come to Janesville. If Janesville is good enough for the General Motors 
Corporation, a. concern that chooses its locations with care, and that does 
not make one single move unless it is sure that move is the best, it is 
g-ood enough for other manufacturers.

When 
the first unit is complete, a second will be started, and when that is fin- 
ished, a third, and so on until all are. completed and Janesville will have 
one of the greatest industrial plants In the nation. / 


These men are not putting their dollars into the erection of a plant 


to put over any scheme. If Janesville was not located «-ig-ht and did not 
have facilities suitable to the needs of the concern, they would not have 
located here. It is not costing- Janesville anything but her efforts to get 
ready for the expansion which will take place as soon as the population 
Increases. 
These men who are back of the project only ask that those who come

with company knocking at the front door. As a matter of fact it had to 
use its entire wardrobe to make any sort of presentable appearance. The 
vest did not meet the waistband of the trousers and the pants -were de- 
cidedly "hiph-water."

Those who were able to see wTiat was before them in concrete and bric-k 
and steel got back of the things that had to be done and kept their 
shoulders eight to the wheel until the job was well along. 
Now Flint is 


one of the most thriving: cities in the country and cannot be anything else 
for an unlimited period. 


.Tanesville has a bunch of boosters among the business men who have 


vision. They arc thoroughly awake to the opportunities which have come. 
They are ready to grasp thp.m in a big way. 
They are going to build for 


the future on a scale which will assure others who seek locations that 
there is no better place in which to live. 


They have formed a Chamber of Commerce which will see that 


these thirds are accomplished without lost motion: that before'anything 
is started the foundation is built on a solid ground, but when the plan is 
ready it will be carried through with every ounce of energy necessary to 
make it a practical success. 
With such an organization operating for the 


good of the whole community and not for the benefit of a small clique 
whose ambitions mipht be selfish, as is the case In some other cities, 
men. -who are looking for a -location -where they are assured of hustling 
co-operation are going to be attracted. 


This outline of the situation as seen by .one who is acquainted with 


other- places suddenly called upon, should answer all doubters as to the 
future o" one of the best cities in the middle west.

If there was not a single 


effort made on the part of the men who would like to see the city develop, 
it would have to grow. If there was not a single booster In the <•>»'•" 
could not remain in its present condition. It Is Impossible to stand sun 
with the coming- oi' a concern, one of the greatest of its kind in the world, 
and which has s. definite building program. Progress must result_ 


As has been proven in nearly every case where a city has nad trie 


good fortune to have an established company with millions back or it. 
pick tt as a location, and then immediately formulate plans for P"1"^ 
its plant in operation, other industries are going- to be attracted, ine 
General Motors Corporation is not the only industrial firm which wui 
come to Janesville. If Janesville is good enough for the General Motora 
Corporation, a concern that chooses its locations with care, and tnat does 
not make one single move unless it is sure that move is the best, it is 
rood enougfi for other manufacturers. 
. 
This is not a stock-joTsblng proposition. The unit of the plant which 


is being- built now is riot for show. That unit is being built so that the 
manufacture of hundreds of tractors can be started at once. 


The demand for those tractors is growing. A .recent advertisement 


in newspapers and trade magazines brought thousands of requests for 
information concerning agencies and eveix demands for machines. 
The 


work of construction is being S-ushed as rapidly as possible and when it 
is finished, skilled mechanics will be brought here to turn them out. When 
the first unit is complete, a second will be started, and when that is fin- 
ished, a third, and so on until all are completed and Janesville will have 
one of the greatest industrial plants in the nation. • 
These men are not putting- their dollars into the erection of a plant 


to put over any scheme. If Janesville was not located «-lght and did not 
have facilities suitable to the needs of the concern, they would not have 
located here. It is not costing Janesville anj'thing but her efforts to get 
ready for the expansion which will take place as soon as the population 
increases. 
Theso men who are back of the project only ask that those who come 


to work and.who will in turn spend their dollars-with merchants and

The city woke up and rubbed its eyes and 
then had to toss off its bed-clothes of inertia and hit the floor with both 
feet so that it could get on its clothes before it was caught half-dressed, 
with company knocking at the front door. As a matter of fact it had to 
use its entire wardrobe to make any sort of presentable appearance. The 
vest did not meet the waistband of the trousers and the pants were de- 
cidedly "high-water."

Flint had to ^hustle to keep pace -with the industrial development. 


Those who were able to see wTiat was before them in concrete and brick 
and steel got back of the things that had to be done and kept their 
shoulders nig-ht to the wheel until the job was well along-. Now Flint is 
one of the most thriving cities in the country and cannot be anything else 
for an unlimited period. 


Janesville has a bunch of boosters among the business men who have 


vision. They are thoroughly awake to the opportunities which have come. 
They are ready to grasp them in a big way. They are g-oliig- to build for 
the future on a scale which will assure others who seek locations that 
there is no better place in -which to live. 


They have formed a Chamber of Commerce which will see that 


these things are accomplished without lost motion: that before anything 
is started the foundation is built on a solid ground, but when the plan is 
ready it will be carried through with every ounce of energy necessary to 
make it a practical success. With such an organization operating for the 
good of the whole community and not for the benefit of a small clique 
whoso ambitions might be selDsh, as is the case In some other cities, 
men. 
who are looking for a location where they are assured of hustling 


co-operation are. i^oing- to be attracted. 


This outline of the situation as seen by .one who is acquainted with 


other places suddenly called upon, should answer all doubters a.s to the 
future of one of the best cities in the middle west.
